U. S. Has Ideas on Reparations 


But It Doesn't Want to 


Drive Allies Apart.

States government has notified Ger- 
many that she can expect neither aid 
nor comfort from the Harding admin- 
istration in the controversy over the 
payment of damage done in the war. 


This, in effect, is the plain meaning 


of the note dispatched by President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes ad- 
vising Germany not only that her re- 
cent reparations offer made through 
the medium of the United States was 
unacceptable even as a basis of dis- 
cussion but telling Berlin to" negotiate 
directly hereafter with London and 
Paris. 


What particularly aroused the folks 


here was the cablegram from Berlin 
to the effect that Germany would pay 
no attention to the allied conference 
in London on last Saturday so long as 
the door to the White House was open. 
The Germans hoped for American 
diplomatic intervention as a means of 
splitting tba allies or at least soften 
ing the French 
demands. But the 


Harding 
administration, 
sensitive 


about the taunts of certain Ameri- 
cans of German descent who have 
been telling Berlin that as soon as the 
Wilson administration passed out of 
power President Harding would prove 
himself the friend of Germany as op- 
posed to the allies, has taken occasion 
to remove any doubt concerning the 
administration's pro-ally stand. So de- 
termined is the United States to range 
itself alongside the allies in the repa- 
ration controversy, that the White 
House has again and again asked the 
press to emphasize the point. 


The decision of the American gov- 


ernment not to forward the German 
proposals is exactly what has been ex- 
pected and confirms the information 
contained in these dispatches a week 
.ago even before the text of the Ger- 
maiflQotfTwas.published in Berlin. " 


The • Washington government from 


the beginning has had no doubt that 
the German offer 
was unacceptable 


and though there was a brief period 
when it was considered good policy 
for officials to deny they had been 
advised of the allied viewpoint, a move 
taken to gain time in sizing up the sit- 
uation itself, the ambassadors of the 
foreign governments rxjver had any 
doubt of the 
ultimato step which 


America would take. 
"The new development really is the 
decision to return the German note 
unanswered and tho notification to 
Germany to conduct her negotiations 
with the allies direct. This refusal on 
the part of the United States, to act 
eithsr as an umpire or mediator or 
even as a messenger of communica- 
tion pleases the allies more than.they 
dare publicly express. They do not 
want to read into the American ac- 
tion more than is apparent on the face 
but it is a fact that there is more 
hope of allied solidarity at the present 
time than when Germany began her 
efforts to drive a wedge between the 
United States and her associates in 
tho war.

his first appearance. He often is called 
into conference with groups of busi- 
ness men whom he has inspired in 
public speeches, and who want to go 
into development matters further with 
him.

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City's Milk Supply Is 


As Good As Any In State 


Appleton'6 milk supply is among the 


best In the state. In approximately 
175 tests made by George Merkel, 
deputy health officer here, only two 
samples were. below requirements. 


Milk must contain 3 per cent butter 


fat to pass inspection, Mr. Merkel said. 
Teats this year show that the lowest 
passing inspection contained 3.4 per 
cent butter fat and the highest 4.3 per 
cent. Records on file in the health de- 
partment office show a remarkable im- 
provement in the milk supply from 
1917 to the present time. In 1917 the 
highest bacteria count was over two 
million, while in 1920 it was 170,000. 
The best count this year is 2,000 
bacteria. 


During the course of a year not one 


dealer or dairyman in the city escapes 
milk inspection which is made when 
they least expect it. Through the pres- 


ent system the entire city supply is 
inspected on an average of four times 
a year. Mr. Merkel makes tests every 
Monday of samples he has taken from 
milk delivery wagons and dealers. 
Tests are also made of samples 
brought into the city by farmers. 


Not one prosecution has been made 


in a number of years for the violation 
of the pure milk ordinance, stated Mr. 
Merkel. 
At one' time farmers put 


chemicals in milk to keep it'from sour- 
ing, but this was immediately stopped 
when the first case was prosecuted. 
Since then there has been no trouble. 
The record of every sample tested is 
kept on file by the health department 
and each new test is compared with 
the last one made. If the test falls 
below the average the matter is then 
checked up with the dealer or dairy- 
man.

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A HARMFUL DECISION 


The decision of the United States su- 


preme court -which frees Truman H. New- 
berry and his political associates from the 
consequences of corrupting the senatorial 
election of 1918 in Michigan will be a 
keen disappointment to the public. When 
the United States senatorship was pur- 
chased for Mr. Nevrberry. it was done as 
any commodity of trade is bought and 
paid for. It was an open, flagrant scheme 
to elect a man to high public office bjr the 
use "of money, something the people have 
believed was forbidden by law itnder the 
corrupt practices act. Mr. Newberry a*d 


his associates were duly convicted and 
sentenced to prison. The offense was es- 
tablished. 


The supreme court now holds the fed- 


eral corrupt practices act unconstitutional 
"on the ground that congress cannot regu- 
late primaries. There is about as much 
consistency to this decision as there was 
to some of the decisions by this same court 
which it later'reversed under pressure of 
pubb.- opinion or common sense. It is to 
be .noted that two members of the court, 
including the chief justice, dissented from 
the opinion that congress has no power to 
regulate primary elections for United 
States senators, and there is hardly any 
question that if the issue could be kept 
alive the court would in duo time reverse 
itself. 
"\Ve think it is a fiction that the 


constitutional powers over elections refer 
only to final elections and not to primaries. 


The freeing of Netvberry and the men 


-who bought him his seat in the United 
States senate is one of those decisions 
which makes thousands of people believe 
there is one law for the rich and one law 
f»r the poor, one law for the powerful and 
another for the weak, one law for the Ber- 
gers and the Debses and another for the 
Newberrys. 
Hueh dwisions make fertile 


ground for agitators and radicals. They 
strengthen socialism and propagate other 
isms. The facts aro as clear as daylight 
that the sotiaiorship was purchased, that 
in spirit the law was flagrantly violated 
and money used in an outrageous dcbauch- 
mcnt of the franchise. 
_ AVhen men 
can 


commit this offense against society and 
get away with it through a decision of the 
court that nobody can understand or cares 
to understand became of its technical in- 
volvement we ought to be a little more 
lenient with criminals in general. 


'" Of course ihc supreme court is not seek- 
ing to protect Mr. Newberry or any of 
the others convicted wrth him. It is far 
removed from considerations that reflect 
upon it morally. It is. however, one of 
those instances in which technical inter- 
pretation is permitted to defeat justice and 
to affront the public sense of what is right 
and proper. It is not easy to retain full 
faith in American political institutions 
when such scandals as that in Michigan 
go unpunished, and when United States 
senatorships are bargained for over the 
counter with immunity.

Miss Vance was too weak to leave her 
bed. Persons who attended her told 
police there was no poison within her 
reach at any time. Pills and powders 
found in the sick room are being 
analyzed. Captain of Detectives Moffat 
Wednesday advanced the theory of 
suicide, saying it waa probable that 
the girl, deserted by the man she 
loved and suffering from illness, alone 
and far from home, might 
poison 
herself.
